which she visited recently. 


Jamal Effendi, an Iranian, she 
said, wad the first Bala! teacher 
ever to come to Madras and that 
was In 1877, He taught a young 
man, * Seyed Mustapha Roumie; 
and the latter went with him the 
next year to Burma. Mr, Roumile 
remained In Burma for nearly
